To substantiate this statement

the world. 


"The 
wealth of thii country is 500 


billions, which is twice as great as 
that .if Great Britain and greater 
lh«:i that of nil tho other six great 
powers of the world combined," he 
said. "America is already the capi- 
talistic center of the world and has 
all tin; elements for becoming' more 
and mure so. We have a highly na- 
lion.ilizi'il life, a nationalistic 
lan- 


K',uit;-i' and natural resources such 
as no other country possesses. Hence 
the capitalistic system of tho world 
is looking to America perpetuate it 
antl to crush all revolutions that 
may vise anywhere against tho sys- 
tem and to finance all undertakings 
necessary to combat the advance of 
liberalism or radicalism." 


Dr. Nearing was greetsd by . a 


splendid and gratifying: house which 
practically 
filled 
tho auditorium. 


People from all walks of life -were 
present, many drawn by curiosity to 
sea and hear the much-discussed 
economist who has become so prom- 
inent through having been dropped 
from tho faculties of several univer- 
sities because of his unorthodox 
views relativo to organized society 
and hi.i fearless manner in express- 
ing them. In the audience wore 
innny from the faculty of tho Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin. 


Dr. Nearing is a youngish-looking, 


smooth-faced, alert man, democratic 
fn appearance and deportment. He 
talks with great raaidity and bril- 
liancy of diction, in that respect, as_ 
i,i several others, reminding one of 
former Sen, Beveridso o£ Indiana, 
who has spoken in Madison several 
times. He believes a new and more 
socialistic order of civilization must 
eventually replace the present capi- 
talistic system, but not until the 
very close of his address did he di- 
rectly bring, out that fact. 
The 


greater part of his address was giv- 
en over to a development of his 
theme that a great movement is on 
foot, engineered principally by tho 
diplomats and financiers of England, 
.to bring about a deal or understand- 
ing at the coming disarmament con- 
ference 
in Washington 
by which

amOapan are to divide up tho world.

Declaring that the action of the University 


of Wisconsin in barring Prof. Scott Nearing 
from the gymnasium was an undiplomatic and 
unethical act, an editorial in this morning's is- 
sue of The Daily Cardinal, students' newspaper, 
delivers a stinging rebuke to the faculty. It 
declares that the student body has a right to 
demand that it be not "everlastingly coddled 
with pussyfoot ideas so that its vision will be 
warped and its will and reason become walled 
against progressive thought." The editorial, 
entitled "Shall We Know the Truth?" follows: 
T 


HE university faculty's refusal of the gym- 
nasium to the Wisconsin Social Science clu'b 


for the Scott Hearing lecture was in our opinion 
an undiplomatic, unscientific, and unethical ac- 
tion and has unfortunately resulted in misun- 
derstanding and possible ill-will toward the 
uni- 


versity. 


The authorities contended that Scott Near- 


ing is an extreme radical thinker and is further 
unfitted to address a university audience by his 
indictment during the war for having violated 
the espionage act. Of the latter he was formally 
acquitted by the court and as for his being rad- 
ical, it would be folly to think that being a rad- 
ical automatically bars one from the circle of 
university minds. After all, Scott Nearing did 
not appear so furious with revolutionary pas- 
sion as some thought he would be. He hurt no 
one. 
He burnt no one's fingers; It' seemed 


quite ridiculous to think that such a man should 
be barred from a university which professes to 
teach truth, which can only be ascertained by 
viewing all sides of a question and not blinding 
oneself to the issues at hand. 


But the sort of man Scott Nearing Is, is.not 


in question. It ia the principle..involved..that 
makes us voice our protest. A group of stu- 
dents designated their wUHngness to hear a 


man, 
not to accpet his point of view, but to 


judge his thought in the light of;their own ex- 
perience and knowledge, and the university au- 
thorities said to them "You shall not hear him 
at our hall." 
. 


When men's opinions are crushed, when they 


are ostracized and hounded and gagged, they 
become martyrs and their martyrdom spreads 
like fire in a windstorm. 
People 'who never 


have given the thought of such men .one mo- 
ment's consideration flame with indignation at 
what they belieVe to be a violation of a funda- 
mental human right—the right to free.expres- 
sion. It is only when pressure is thrust.'on the 
opinions of men that the passions flare up, that 
men become fanatical and blind and impervious 
to sound reasoning. 


On the other hand, let men reason one with 


another without restraint and they are more 
likely to appreciate one another's point of view. 
Progress, which implies the free exchange of 
opinions, is only possible when'opinions are per- 
mitted to be expressed without fear or restraint, 


Moreover, the student body deems it its right 


to demand that it be not everlastingly coddlec 
with pussyfoot ideas so that its vision .will be 
warped and its will and reason become walled 
against progressive thought. They have a right 
to demand to hear all sides. They have the 
right to decide what to believe and what not to 
believe. That is at the bottom of our common 
democracy 
, 


The student body wants to know reality, not 


veiled and mistified with hollow phrases, bu1 
they want to know reality, unvarnished, naked 
and bare,.from the lips oimen and women who 
have liyed.and have met with-the jara and jolts 
of;the-world. They1.have theiStgnrto'^now the 
ideas and reactions of auch people and no fac- 
ulty is justified in keeping truth and what men 
think and feel from students.

York's new commissioner of education and 
president of the university of the State

He has lived over a good part 
of it during the years in 
which he ha3 been trying to 
adjust the eastern twang, the 
western drawl and the Penn- 
sylvania dialect to something 
like the same idea of Greek. 


Dr. Graves is one of the

He was 
born in that city fifty-two 
years ago, ur.der the shadow 
of Trinity's influence. Any 
rr.an who gets to the top 
there without cowing from 
somewhere else is a story in himself.

until it would take most of the alphabet to sup- 
ply initials for his various titles, and a visiting 
card that held all the "M. A.'s," "B. S.'s," "Ph. 
D.'s, would have to be carried in a. brief case 
instead of a pocketbook. 


Dr. Graves has been a good friend to the rail- 


roads. He started at Tuft's college, jumped to 
Wyoming, then to Washington, Missouri, Ohio, 
the University of 'Chicago and Pennsylvania- 
each time in a notable professorship. One might 
imagine that a man so busy studying time 
tables would not have much /time on his hands. 
But either-en routs or at professional stops he 
wrote a lot of books of high rank. He is a rec- 
ognized authority on the ancients, whence we 
get most of our modern jokes, fiction and play 
plots and dress styles. 


He was married to Miss Helen Hope Wads- 


worth, Maiden, Mass., December 19, 1895, and 
has been showing the worid'how to bo happy, 
although teaching, ever since.
